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THE FISUERY MEGULATIONH. 

The Report of the OommittOB of the 
Privy Cuuticil, while it uoucedes much 
of what was asked for by the Board 
joi Trade and the Cauner's assuoiatiou 
adduces reasons to sho«v that the regu- 
lations drawn up by the Depiirtmont 
of Marine and Fisheries were roasmi- 
ablo und nc'cosaary. We are iitiite 
sure that. Ihoso eiigai,'eil in the s-iliuini 
piickiug business arc grateful fur tlio 
coiicu.ssidiiH made l>y tlie ^(iivurniiient. 
But the reiKii-l .sIimws that the Fisli- 
eries Dupattmont needs to be better 
acquainted with the peculiar condi- 
tiouB under which the British Colum- 
bia salmou fishery is carried uu than 
it is at present, before it can judge 
what roi^ulatioiisaro calculated tn pro- 
tect tliu .sahiiou and at the s.-iiuo time 
jjivo tho liahormoii siicli faeilitie.s as 
tlio prosoctitiuii (if their biisiijcss rea- 
sonably rei|uiro:i. It apiie.irs from 
the report that iIkjso whu drew it. up 
consider the rugulatiniia which are 
reasonable and ell'cotivu in New 
Brunswick would be equally reason- 
able and equally effective if applied to 
British Columbia. For instance, 
the report says : "lu the Maritime 
provinces salmon fishing does not lust 
two full months, in addition to the 
. weekly close time i.'f thirty-six liours, 
thoreisacoiiipiiUoiyolii.se .season of 
ten iiioi. ■ 'lb when iKj li.sliing can Ijo 
carried , while in Uritish Columbia, 
■B'ith uu ..eiieral clube season at idl, 
fishing is carried on during oif^lit 
months of the year. " Tho writer of 
the report was evideiitiy ignorant of 
the fact that the salmon caught in 
British Columbia waters during the 
winter are not caught in tho ri\ er.s, 
but in the open soa, and that the tish 
are tlion in better condition than those 
cauglit during the summer months 
whi!'-' the unlninn ari' runiiini' lip tin; 
rivers. 'I'lic tiali caught in the salt 
water in .laiuiary arc much superior 
to tiioso c.'uigiil in .lur;e in tho l-'raser. 
Tho fact is, tho did'creuces in the cir- 
cumstances and in the habits of the 
fish on the two sides of tlie continent 
make different regulations an absolute 
necessity. Any attempt, therefore, 
to make regulations which liave boon 
found to be necessary to protect the 
salmon in New P>ru .swicU tit thu 
fisheries of Uiili-;;i <.;oliimbia can leatl 
only til coiifusii 111 and dis.-ister to tho 
caiinerii. 

All agree thai !-r',.",il.'i; ions fnr the 
proteclimi of the taluinii are n'niiired. 
But regulations v.- hich will bo etliciunt 
for that purpose and just to those en- 
gaged ill the salmon fishery can be 
made only by men who have a thor- 
ough knowledge of tho fishery as it is 
carried on on tlii.s side of tho contin- 
ent. OlticiaLs in Ott.nv.i, let tiieni be 
ever so shrewd, and let their tlieorot- 
ical knuwlodgu be ever so groat, are 
not ci i|ii|irli-nt lo regulate a lishory 
thruo ihoii^and mile'i distant from 
their ollices. \\'liat i.s w.-inti.'d of thi! 
men wlioso <luty it is to regulate lliiit 
fishery judiciously and justly, is a 
practical knowledge of tiiu mnnner in 
which it is carried on. They should 
make their observations on the spot. 
They should be careful to obtain in- 
formation respecting the habits of the 
fish, their size and ovorythiiig else ro- 
lating to the tisliery tliey projtose to 
regulate direci ly fruni the men who 
know most about .sueli sulijecls. Sal- 
mon packing is a veiy iiiiporl.'inl in- 
tlustry in Hritish l/'olumbia. 'I here 
is a large amount of capital invested 
in it, and many derive from it their 
only means of subsistence ; it should 
not, therefore, bo left at the mercy of 
a few insutiicieiitly informed and in- 
experienced ofHcials, no matter how 
zealous and well-mcniiing thoy may 
bo. What ever ehaiigi^s are made 
should bo tho result of careful obser- 
vation made on tho fishing ground by 
coniputont num. 

The coiice.sHiiuirt are. we hup, iiukIu 
for this year only. \N'e trust that 
before the regnlatioiiH are again re- 
vised thu Minister will take all reason- 
able measures 'to make himself and 
the Government sure that tlio changes 
which ho may rocoinniond are abso- 
lutely required, it should bo re- 
membered that the business is too 
iroportaiib a ou« to bs axpennion];ed 



upon rashly, and that to introduce 
into it the element of uMcertainty 
will be to cause embarrassment and 
loss of all engaged in it. 

It has been suggested that the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
should visit British Columbia during 
tho canning senaon and soo and en- 
quire for himself. If ho cannot do 
this it might bo pnaaiblo to send an 
able and experienced man to thu 
Pacific coast who, with the provincial 
inspector, could make such an inves- 
tigation and obtain such information 
as would enable the Dopartmeiit to 
draw up rules for tho regulation of 
tho British Columbia aalnuni lishery 
which would be adapted to the cir- 
cumstances of tho country and which, 
while tliey would ])roteot the salmon, 
would not bo unnecessarily stringent 
Oil the salmon packers. 

rOLITIGAL aUIDEH. 

We lind that several clergymen are 
denouncing the 188 members of Par- 
liament who voted against Col. 
I )'Brien's resolution as faint-hearted 
tinio-sorvors. They are particularly 
liiinl on tho Protestants among tliuin 
and accuse them of sacrilicing the dear- 
est interests of their Protestant fel 
low-subjects for tho sake of gaining or 
keeping Catholic supjjort. It might 
be us well if those good men ptil. a 
little restraint on their indignation 
and retiectod upon the matter coolly. 
.Surely among the Protestant mem- 
bers who voted against Mr. O'Brien's 
resolution there are some who acted 
conscientiously, who did what they 
honestly believed was best for tho 
.■ountry and best for religion. It may 
bo, too, that a few of thoiii votetl con- 
i rary to their political interests. We 
iro gre.itly mistaken if tlu' grt?alei- 
luiinbei' iif ihein did not kimw thai 
1 lu-y would lu.'u; [lolilieally mueh iiiun' 
than they gained by acting as thoy 
did. Many, as some of the clurgy 
men know, imperilled their seats by 
voting against disulluwitnco. They 
know this, for some of them 
are already tliroale dug tho 
luoinbcrs with tlio veiigeanco of 
the Protestant electors. It is guiier- 
ally taken for granted that a member 
votes according to his eoiivictions of 
udiat is best for the country a< a wliole 
'vlien he knows that any consider- 
.i.blo numljer of his siippi uters 
at the time disajiproves of the 
course he takes. Members generally 
work to please their constituents. 
.Many of them, indeed, do mean und 
cowardly things in order to retain 
rheirau[ip.irt. Tliuy often vote against 
I lieir principles, and against what 
tlicy believe lo be the interest of the 
country in order to kee[i vrnW witli 
their sup|ioi ters. When we sea men 
do that which tliey liavereasnii to be- 
iievo will weaken them in their coii- 
.stituencies, it is surely uncharitable 
.'ind unreasonable to say that thoy 
were actuated by unworthy motives. 
The thirteen who formed the minor- 
ity were surely not the only honest 
and morally courageous men in tho 
(louse of Counnons. Canadians will 
generally admit that Alexander iMac- 
iionzio is as honest a man a.i Col. 
I I'Brien and ipiite as tit to form an 

■ [union on the legal and the political 
asiiects of the .Jesuits Estates qiuis- 
lion. Mr. Blake is as good a lawyer 
as Mr. Dalton McCarthy, and mo.si 
people will believe as ready to fol- 
low the dictates of his judgment and 
his conscience. There are other mera- 
liers, Coii.servative and Liberal, in tho 
majority, who, previous to this vote, 
■.vere thought to be as iijiright, as 
able and as iutlepeiident as those who 
xdted for Col. O'Brien's ri\soliitiiin, 
iiid it is not to be supposed that tiiey 
liecame cnnacioncoless and iiiibeciiu 
when the ilisallowanco ipiestioii was 

■ ubniitted to them for decision. We 
think that the denouncers of the ma- 
jority wi uld do well to reconsider 
their decision and give the members 
whoso action has displeased them tho 
fair play which they would ask for 
themselves if they were ia tho position 
occupied by those members. Those 
who preach charity should practice it 
now and again. 

We would go a little further and 
'biggest that men who have made 
iiuliliu allaiis their .ijtiiily are better 
able to form u correct i)[iiiiiiin on a 
public question than men who give 
very little attention to politics, and 
who sometimes make it their boast 
that they never meddle in political 
contests. Most people in any indilic 
matter in which they diil not feel very 
intensely, would ratlier rely upon Sir 
• fohn Macilonald's judgineiit th.-m that 
if the most learned ecclesiastic in the 
h nd. There is a iiiiti(jn aiiioiig lay- 
men that clergymen, as a rule, make 
very poor politieinns. 'i'liis is no re- 
proach to clergynioii. Politics riro not 
their vocation. They do not look 
uiMin matters from the statesman's 
standpoint, and consequently it is no 
wonder that when they consider it 
their duty to take a hand in tho pid- 
itical game thoy iiiukeHerious iiiisliikes. 
If, for instance, the ad\'icc of clergy- 
men in Dnt.uio and Oiiehec had 
Ijeen followed tho country, 
friim one end to the other, 
would to-day be a scene of poliiical 
discord. A p<ditico-religiiius contest 
would have commeiicod which most 
likely would end in the disruption of 
the confedi. ation. Not only would 
Quebec and Ontario be at daggers 
points, but tho inhabitants of every 
province in I he Dominion would be 
divided into two hostile camps. Cath- 
olics in them would bu against Protes- 
tants. The bitleniess of auch a c(jn- 
test few peojile can iniiigiiie. But tho 
politicians h.ive brought about a dif- 
ferent result. The JoBuits' Estate ' 
question is settled. No one's religious j 
right.s are in danger. Quebec has been ' 
allowed to settle its own questions in \ 
tho way it considers best. As timu 
goes on, we are suUaficd that tho wis 
dom of tho course pursued by tlio pub- 
lic men of thu Dominion of both pur- 
tiei will booomo more and liVoro ap- 



parent. Tho evils that have been 
predicted will not come, ana it will be 
seen that the wisdom and forbeamnce 

of tho Cioverninent, stqjported as it 
was by the best nioii of both parties, 
have averted a great danger.

It is singular to observe tho clinngos 
that take place in the pcdioy and the 
princijiles of political parties. It is 
not so long ago that the sullrago was 
tho privilege of the few. It was 
argued that tho men who hail tho 
privilege of vuthig for a member of 
Parliament should have "d stake in 
tho country." The^possession of pro- 
perty by tho elector was looked upon 
as a guaraiituo that ho would not 
readily join aii}' revolutionary move- 
iiieiit, and that ho would bo on the 
side of law and order. The man w ho 
advocated thu extension of the suf- 
frage to the inaBsus was regarded as a 
dnngeruua uiithuaiast, whu had no re- 
gard for tho stability of the constitu- 
tion, and who was ready to sacrifice 
to the popular whim tho most vener- 
ated of tho nation's institutions. I f e 
was stigmatised as a demagogue and a 
radical. But after a long period of 
agitation the wcn-ld was surprised to 
see a British Tory minister, Mr. Dis- 
raeli, adviicaling a wide extension 
of the francliisi!, .and triumphantly 
carrying it into ellect. 

The man or woman who not many 
years ago advocated the extonsior. of 
the sullrago to women was tho olijeci 
of general ridicule. He or she wa.s 
laughed at by Conservative and Hadi- 
cal alike. Ibseuined that .\3 if the 
time when llie proposal to extend the 
franchise to women would never come. 
The woineii tlieiiiselves scouted the 
ide.a of being allnwed tn vuteaiid weie 
mort' bitler ill llieir rem.ii k.i mi I he 
woiiian's riglils men than wi.'i'e the 
men t lu'inselvea. But tinii'S change 
:uiil ideas in these days develop rap- 
idly. W'oinen were first allowed to 
vote in municipalities. They wore 
even made eligible for some offices, 
and now wo see tho Conservative 
Premier of (Jreat Britain favoring a 
measure which gives women a vote 
for niembors of Pnrlianiont. What 
was looked U|imi a few years ago as 
tlie fanciful imjiraet ier.l theory of a 
few despised nil r.-i-radicals, is to day 
ihe .serioiLs |)ropiisal of a C"iiiservati\ e 
Prinio Minister — a inoposal wdiich is 
sure of a respectable support 
from British Tories in the British 
House of Commons. What is per- 
haps more singular still is that 
the o[ipoiienls of this vet}- liberal 
nieasiire are members of the Liberal 
party. I lere wo see a cnniiileto change 
• if l>osit inns. The Conservative min- 
ister has become the advocate of a 
lueasuro too radical for the lank and 
tile of the Liberal party, anil tho Lib- 
erals with regard to this women's auf- 
frago bill occupy the position of ultra 
Conservatives. The situation is in- 
teresting. It is said that Lord Salis 
bury wants to give the women the 
franchise before tho next gonoral elec- 
tion because ho expects that the 
great majority of thoin would 
vote on the Cmiservat ive side. It is 
more Jikely that the Premier sees 
that the extension of the franchise 
to wimieii is only a ipiest ion of time, 
and that lie desires his ])arty lo have 
the credit of oufranohising them, fie, 
too, may be convinced that single 
women and widows who possess the 
elcctoralqualification are quite as com- 
petent to exercise the franchise intel- 
ligently as is tho average male elector. 
He does not propose to extend the 
fraiichi.se to married women, whose 
iuisbaiids are inialilieil to vote. It in 
jiri-Hunied, we supimse, tli.'it Buch 
women wuiild be under undue iiiHu- 
enco or t'i<r cfisu. But wdiatever it is 
th:it has caused Ltird Salisbury to 
lieciimeaii asaerter of the political 
rights of women, it does up])eur 
singular to see so staunch a Tory 
becoming the zealous supporter of a 
radical measure so extreme.
